Author  Jamie  Katz,  whose  debut  mystery  novel 
Dead  Low  Tide  takes  place  in  the  fictitious  Wettamesett 
which  was  based  on  the  towns  of  Mattapoisett  and 
Marion,  will  be  at  the  Mattapoisett  Senior  Center  (Knights 
of  Columbus  Hall,  Route  6)  on  Tuesday,  April  27  at  7:30 
pm  to  meet  residents  and  sign  copies  of  his  book. 
Paperback  copies  of  Dead  Low  Tide  will  be  available  for  $6 
each  and  Mr.  Katz  has  agreed  to  donate  a  generous 
portion  of  the  proceeds  to  the  Friends  of  the  Mattapoisett 
Public  Library. 

Published  in  December,  1998,  Dead  Low  Tide  is  set 
in  a  small,  working-class  town  near  Cape  Cod. 
Wettamesett  has  seen  better  days  ...  the  only  thriving 
business,  aside  from  a  range  of  bars,  is  a  dumping  ground 
for  used  tires  hidden  in  the  woods  and  owned  by  the 
Houghton  family.  Still,  the  town  has  enough  natural 
beauty  to  give  its  residents  the  illusion  that  they  have 
escaped  big  city  problems  ...  until  a  college  student  is 
murdered. 

Wettamesett  is  supposed  to  be  a  safe  shore  town, 
the  kind  of  place  to  escape  the  heat  and  crime  of  Boston, 
where  Dan  Kardon  practices  law.

"About 
nine  years  ago,  my  first  wife  died  and  I  had  a  lot  of  time 
on  my  hands,  so  I  started  to  write  (more).  Everybody  used 
to  encourage  me  to  write  about  my  life.  I  think  most 
(writers)  write  about  certain  things  that  are  familiar  to 
them,  or  they  have  experience  with." 

For  Mr.  Smith,  a  former  School  Superintendent 
both  in  nearby  New  Bedford  and  New  York,  writing 
became  more  than  an  enjoyable  hobby  and  a  passionate 
sideline  as  he  sold  his  first  novel  to  a  publisher  in  Utah  in 
1994. 

"My  first  book,  Journey  of  an  Ordinary  Man,  was 
sold  to  Northwest  Publishing,"  Mr.  Smith  said  during  a 
recent  interview  from  his  Acushnet  home.  "It  did  fairly 
well  —  sold  about  7,000  copies  —  then  the  publisher  went 
bankrupt.  The  owners  took  off  with  $10  million  ...  and 
owe  me  royalties.  I  was  ready  to  publish  my  second  novel 
for  them,  Perpetuation,  when  this  happened."

Jaded  from  the  sour  experience  of  his  first 
publishing  effort,  Mr.  Smith  shelved  the  second  book  and 
began  a  new  novel  about  Nazi  war  criminals  fleeing  to 
Argentina  to  escape  an  international  tribunal  of  Allies 
formed  to  put  Hitler's  ranks  on  trial.  The  Argentina  File, 
Mr.  Smith's  third  novel,  is  a  compelling  read  in  the 
tradition  of  Robert  Ludlum  and  Tom  Clancy  and  draws 
on  the  writer's  own  experiences  in  the  U.S.  Army  during 
World  War  II. 

"It's  partially  based  on  my  experiences  and  a  lot 
of  things  I  had  read,"  Mr.  Smith  said.  "I  put  a  lot  of  time 
and  research  into  this  book." 

He's  also  naturally  drawn  to  what  he  sees  as  a 
fading  era  of  American  history  —  the  period  leading  up  to 
World  War  II  which  is  becoming  a  faint  memory  as  those 
who  lived  it  pass  on.  "I'm  very  interested  in  the  '30's, 
'40's,  and  '50's,"  he  said.  "I  sometimes  talk  to  my 
grandchildren,  and  they  know  very  little  about  the 
depression  or  World  War  II.  When  I  tell  them  we  had  just 
radio,  no  TV,  they  just  look  at  you.  When  I  talk  about 
some  of  those  things,  it's  kind  of  fun  to  see  their  reaction."

difficult.  So  I  write  in  the  evening,  though  I  haven't  been 
doing  much  writing  in  the  last  six  months.  I'll  be  working 
on  three  other  ideas  now  ...  first-draft  type  of  things."

ORR  District  School  Committee  member  Andrew  Jeffrey 
presented  an  overview  of  the  feasibility  study  which  was 
funded  in  1997  and  the  proposed  plans  for  the  schools. 

Last  year,  the  towns  of  Marion,  Mattapoisett  and 
Rochester  allocated  $200,000  to  conduct  a  feasibility  study,

renovation  to  meet  the  rapid  increase  in  student 
population  expected  to  continue  through  2015. 

The  study  suggests  that  a  108,000  square  foot 
addition  be  built  onto  the  back  of  the  existing  high  school, 
increasing  its  overall  building  capacity  from  180,000 
square  feet  to  288,000  square  feet.  This  would  allow  the 
region  to  get  67  percent  reimbursement  from  the  state  for 
both  the  design  and  engineering  phase  and  final 
construction  phase  of  the  project.

which  would  be  Marion's  share  and  appears  as  Article  5 
on  next  week's  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant.  The 
committee  estimated  that  the  final  construction  phase, 
which  would  likely  be  presented  to  voters  next  year, 
would  cost  between  $37  and  $41  million  —  making 
Marion's  share  between  $5.5  and  $6  million  with  the  67 
percent  state  aid  reimbursement. 

"We  have  150  acres  at  the  (high  school)  site  ...  but 
only  one-third,  or  55  acres,  are  buildable  —  the  remaining 
two-thirds  are  wetlands,"  Mr.  Jeffrey  said.  "We've  found 
this  plan  is  the  best  way  to  maximize  the  space  available." 

Mr.  Jeffrey  went  on  to  explain  that  during  the  last 
ten  years,  student  enrollment  at  the  regional  schools  has 
increased  25  percent  to  1,131  this  academic  year  —  an 
estimated  31.4  students  added  each  year.  Projecting  over 
the  next  ten  years,  that  means  they  can  expect  to  have 
1,446  students  in  2010  and  1,602  students  at  the  end  of 
2,015.  "We're  at  capacity  now  ...  there's  no  room  for  those 
kids,"  Mr.  Jeffrey  said. 

"As  a  father  of  students  at  both  the  junior  high 
and  high  school,  I  think  the  schools  do  a  great  job  but  it's 
really  getting  crowded,"  Mr.  Pickles  said.  "It's  time  for  the 
towns  to  do  something." 

"I  think  in  the  long  run,  this  plan  works  out  for 
the  best  and  uses  the  available  space  to  the  maximum 
while  leaving  options  for  the  future,"  Selectman  Schaefer 
said.  "It's  a  wonderful  design." 

Chairman  Winters  noted  that  all  three  towns  — 
Marion,  Mattapoisett  and  Rochester  —  need  to  approve 
their  portion  of  the  allocation  in  order  for  the  project  to 
move  forward.  He  hopes  that  residents  will  support  the 
effort. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening 
at  8:12  pm.

pre-moratorium  building  rate  was  an  alarming  three  times 
normal.  The  only  way  to  effectively  limit  growth  is  by  going  to 
two-acre  zoning.  In  order  to  keep  Marion  the  small  town  we  all 
love,  two-acre  zoning  is  our  only  hope.  Growth  is  controlled  by 
the  marketplace,  and  with  the  rail  line,  the  metrowest  "builtout" 
situation,  Cape  traffic,  our  "good"  schools,  etc.,  we  are  a  sitting 
duck  for  rapid  development.  By  saying  we  want  to  control  only 
the  "rate"  of  growth,  we're  figuring  the  future  won't  be  our 
concern,  but  sometimes  the  future  comes  real  fast ...  ask 
anybody  who  lives  in  Needham,  Marshfield,  Franklin  if  they 
like  what  the  future  brought. 

•  "Affordable"  housing  -  Several  people  at  the  meeting 
said  you  cannot  provide  "affordable"  housing  through  zoning. 
This  is  so  true.The  quickest  way  to  make  our  town  inaccessible 
to  folks  of  modest  means  is  by  continuing  our  present  zoning, 
thusly  raising  taxes  sky-high  &  driving  them  away.  Our  zoning 
right  now  is  providing  us  with  lots  of  housing,  not  "affordable" 
housing.  Filling  up  the  town  with  cheek-by-jowl  houses,  losing 
our  open  space,  &  still  not  caring  for  the  needy  is  what  we're 
doing  now  &  it  is  a  shame.  We  need:  two-acre  residential  zoning; 
an  "affordable"  housing  program,  as  defined  by  the  state;  and  an 
end  to  our  apartment  by-law  as  it  reads  today. 

•  Master  Plan  -  To  have  a  member  of  the  Planning 
Board  say  we  should  vote  to  give  the  Planning  Board  $20,000  to 
justify  continuing  our  moratorium  &  for  "updating  the  Master 
Plan",  because  that  way  we  could  tell  the  state  we  were  working 
on  it  and  the  state  might  then  give  us  another  18  months 
extension  on  our  building  moratorium  is  outrageous.  This  is  just 
another  stalling  tactic  and  we  shouldn't  fall  for  it.  Four  years 
have  passed  with  no  plans  from  the  Planning  Board.  NOW  IS 
TFIE  TIME  FOR  TWO-ACRE  ZOMNG. 

•  Other  Towns  -  A  few  people  asked  what  other  towns 
had  done  to  control  growth.  We  need  not  look  any  further  than 
next  door  for  an  example  of  a  good,  decisive  action.  Last  year, 
Rochester  woke  up,  saw  that  they  were  being  overdeveloped, 
and  moved  swiftly  to  act.  The  Planning  Board  wasn't  moving 
fast  enough  for  the  Selectmen,  so  that  body  got  a  citizens'  group 
to  propose  two-acre  zoning  by  petition.  It  passed  &  is  now  their 
zoning.  Our  hats  are  off  to  them.  Let's  follow  their  example  and 
brighten  our  future  —  let's  adopt  two-acre  zoning!

Ah,  the  mass  audience  does  love  Its  comforting  prison 
stories.  The  guards  may  be  tough,  the  conditions  may  be  harsh, 
but  you  get  to  put  roots  down  In  one  spot  for  an  extended  period, 
and  you  make  some  great  friends.  Even  such  an  accomplished 
prison  film  as  The  Shawshank  Redemption  fell  for  this  sentimental 
view  of  life  behind  bars,  and  now  there  Is  Life,  which  tries  to  turn 
the  subject  into  a  comedy  vehicle  for  Eddie  Murphy  and  Martin 
Lawrence.  It's  basically  Shawshank  meets  Stir  Crazy,  and  It's 
pretty  much  of  a  crock  —  unfunny  when  it's  meant  to  be  funny, 
unmovlng  when  It's  at  Its  most  synthetically  poignant. 

Murphy  and  Lawrence  are  two  mismatched,  Inexperienced 
bootleggers —  Murphy  a  con  man,  Lawrence  a  prim  and  proper 
bank  teller  —  who  are  framed  for  murder  and  sentenced  to  life  In 
a  loosely  structured  Mississippi  work  prison.  There  are  no 
fences;  Instead,  the  cons  are  told  that  if  they  cross  a  certain  line, 
they  will  simply  be  shot.  With  one  maudlin  exception,  no  one  Is 
shot  in  this  way,  and  nobody  really  undergoes  any  suffering  that 
we  can  see;  It's  more  like  a  juvenile-delinquent  boot  camp  than 
like  a  real  prison.  The  rigors  of  hard  labor  certainly  don't  seem  to 
touch  Eddie  or  Martin.  Their  characters  never  change;  at  most, 
they  become  a  little  more  frustrated  and  Irritable. 

There  are  about  50  Interesting  subtexts  In  Life  that  the 
director,  Ted  Demme,  and  screenwriters,  Robert  Ramsey  and 
Matthew  Stone  (they  also  wrote  Destiny  Turns  on  the  Radio), 
never  move  themselves  to  explore  or  acknowledge.  In  this  prison, 
for  instance,  the  racism  seems  a  lot  less  vicious  than  it  Is  on  the 
outside;  there  is  a  nasty  white  guard,  but  he  has  an  even  nastier 
black  right-hand  man,  who  has  violent  contempt  for  the  black 
convicts.  I  wouldVe  liked  to  know  why,  and  I  would've  liked  to 
discover  why  the  white  guard  seems  to  soften  towards  Eddie  and 
Martin  over  the  years  (the  film  spans  about  60).  Most  of  the 
convicts  —  a  hulking  bruiser,  a  delicate  gay  con,  a  mischievous- 
looking  nerd  In  specs  who  never  gets  to  do  anything  —  are 
similarly  underwritten,  but  then  so  are  the  leads. 


Murphy  and  Lawrence  never  quite  move  beyond  shtlck  in 
this  movie;  even  when  tragedy  strikes,  all  they  can  do  is  put  on 
their  serious  faces.  The  progressive  old-age  make-up  —  by  Rick 
Baker,  who  did  much  better  (and  deservedly  Oscar-winning) 
work  with  Murphy  in  The  Nutty  Professor  —  underscores  the 
artificiality  of  the  performances.  Weighed  down  with  pounds  of 
fake-looking  wrinkly  latex,  Murphy  and  Lawrence  do  simplistic 
codger  voices,  but  they  don't  move  like  actual  septuagenarians 

—  particularly  when  Lawrence  sprints  across  a  yard  like  a  man 
in  his  twenties.  Their  performances  have  no  wlldness,  no 
invention;  it's  their  usual  routines  spread  out  across  60  years, 
or  104  minutes  that  feel  like  60  years. 

Life  was  directed  by  Ted  Demme,  the  nephew  of  Jonathan 
(Silence  of  the  Lambs)  and  a  fine  filmmaker  in  his  own  right — he 
made  Trie  Ref,  Beautiful  Girls,  and  last  year's  overlooked  gem 
Monument  Ave,  which  had  the  anger  and  despair  that  Life  could 
have  used  as  a  springboard  for  some  truly  daring  humor.

I  certainly  wouldn't  hold  up  Stir  Crazy  as  a  comedy 
masterpiece,  but  there  are  scenes  in  it  I  remember  after  18  years 

—  Richard  Pryor  and  Gene  Wilder's  famous  "We  bad"  entrance; 
Wilder  spending  a  stretch  in  the  hole,  then  being  disappointed 
upon  getting  let  out  ("I  was  Just  beginning  to  find  myself);  a  bald, 
fearsome,  gargantuan  convict  starting  to  sing  In  a  soft,  high, 
lovely  voice.  Three  scenes  aren't  much,  but  that's  more  than  I'll 
remember  from  Life  18  days  from  now,  let  alone  18  years.

Today  let's  straighten  out  some 
"mass"  confusion. 

A  Catholic  church  service  isn't 
called  a  "Mass"  because  a  mass  of 
people  attend  it.  A  big.  strong  dog  isn't 
called  a  "mastiff  because  its  body 
mass  is  large.  And  a  slaughter  isn't 
called  a  "massacre"  because  people 
are  killed  en  masse. 

In  centuries  past,  Roman  Catholic 
priests  would  often  conclude  church 
services  with  the  Latin  incantation 
"Ite,  missa  est"  ("Go,  it  is  the  dis- 
missal"). Some  congregants,  perhaps 
ignorant  of  Latin,  misheard  "missa"  as 
"mass,"  and  began  referring  to  the 
entire  service  as  a  "Mass."  (This 
would  be  like  calling  a  Porky  Pig  car- 
toon a  "thatsallfolks.") 

One  clue  to  the  "missa"  origin  of 
"Mass"  survives  in  "missal,"  a  book 
containing  prayers  and  responses  for 
celebrating  Catholic  Mass.  (Missals 
with  explanatory  footnotes  are  called 
"guided  missals.") 

Nor  in  "massacre"  does  a  "mass" 
occur.  "Massacre"  is  derived,  not  from 
the  killing  of  a  mass  of  people,  but 
from  the  Old  French  "macecre,  a 
slaughterhouse.  "Macecre"  probably 
originates  in  the  Latin  "macellum,  a 
butcher  shop. 

A  Roman  butcher  shop  might  have 
attracted  a  mastiff.  The  large,  power- 
ful dogs  of  this  ancient  breed  are  so 
named,  not  for  their  massive  size,  but 
for  their  tameness. 

Therein  lies  a  tale.  The  story  of 
"mastiff  begins  with  the  Latin 
"manusuescere"  (to  tame),  a  combina- 
tion of  "manus"  (hand)  and  "suescere" 
(accustomed  to). 

"Manusuescere"  became  "mansuet- 
inus"  (domesticated)  in  Latin  and 
"mastin"  in  Old  French.  Eventually 
"mastin"  bred  with  the  Old  French 
word  "mestif  (mongrel)  to  produce 
"mastiff." 

Here's  how  one  mastiff  explained 
all  this  in  doggerel: 

"As  'mastin'  I  at  first  had  fame 

For  always  being  nice  and  tame. 

Then  'mestif  blended  with  my 
name 

And  'mastiff  is  what  I  became. 

The  'mas'  in  'mastiff,'  I  proclaim 

Is  not  a  'mass';  they're  not  the 
same." 

That  mastiff  may  have  a  soft  touch, 
but  he's  no  'mass'  Seuss.
